1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 06/05/2006 has been 
entered. 

2. Claims 8 and 19 have been canceled. 

Response to Amendment /Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 06/05/2006 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-6 and 9-15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being anticipated by Ceska et al . , U.S. Patent No. 6,399,672 
(hereinafter "Ceska") is withdrawn. 

El ection/Res tricti ons 

5. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-14 in the 
reply filed on 10/12/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on 
the ground (s) that elected claims cannot be practiced from a 
different product. This is not found persuasive because the 
process involves limitations not contemplated by the Examiner 
and search would place a serious burden of Examiner.
